With the above hand at Auction 
Bridge, South would bid one No. 
Trump, West would pass, and North 
would either bid the Spades or pass. 
With a holding such as North’s, a 
pass is better because two of a 
major shows more strength in the 
suit than North has, and tells the 
partner that it will be safe to re- 
bid the No Trump if the major does 
not suit his hand. If North passed, 
East would pass and South would 
become a one No Trump Declarer; 
if North bid two Spades, South, 
facing a declaration which prom- 
ised Spade strength and invited a 
No Trump rebid, doubtless would 
be influenced by his hundred Aces 
and bid No Trumps which would 
end the Auction. So North’s take- 
out would be harmless, although a 
poor bid. 

In the Contract Bridge game at 
which the hand was played, South 
called three No Trumps.

Baked ham; sweet potato puff; 
panned kale or other cooked 
greens; crisp celery; and pine- 
apple and Tokay grape salad. 

Recipe for sweet potato puff: 

Five or six medium sized sweet 
potatoes. 

Two eggs. 

Two tablespoons of melted but- 
ter or other fat. 

Two tablespoons of hot milk. 

One teaspoon of salt. 

Boil the sweet potatoes in their 
skins. When tender remove the 
skins and any discolored portions, 
and press the potatoes through a 
ricer. There should be about one 
quart of the potato pulp. Beat the 
yolks and whites of the eggs sep- 
arately. To the potato add_ the 
yolks, fat, milk, and salt, beat well, 
and fold in the well-beaten egg 
whites. Pile the mixture lightly 
into greased baking dish and bake 
in a moderate oven (350 degrees 
F.) for forty-five minutes, or until 
light and fluffy and brown on the 
top. Marshmallows may be put on 
the top of the sweet potatoes a 
few minutes before the end of the 
baking. They will melt and brown 


over the top.

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“HEALTH WITHOUT DRUGS” 


Nature is slow to give in, and 
goes on her way, following out 
‘well-defined laws. When man be- 
comes ill, he must listen to nature, 
have patience, place his body in 
the best possible condition so that 
nature can heal, and go his way in 
faith, and without worry. The 
more faith a man has in nature 
and her ways, and the more close- 
ly he adheres to her simple laws 
and warnings; the quicker and 
more completely will be the re- 
sults.- 

Humanity has deviated so far 
from the truth of living that na- 
ture forces man to seek her. As an 
example, take a tubercular patient; 
many such a patient who has been 
given up by man, after submitting 
to all of his orthodox methods, has, 
ih sheer, desperation, packed up 
his little roll, brushed the cobwebs 
of man’s artificial ways of -living 
out of his brain, hiked himself out 
alone with nature, the mountains, 
and wide open spaces, and absorb- 
ed years of life back into his sick 
body. 

Practitioners of drugless methods 
observe these things, in fact they 
are forced to, at the present time, 
in order to ‘conform to some of 
man’s laws as they exist today. In 
one sense of the word, it is better 
so, at least for a while. Maybe we 
would not have found out so many 
of nature’s truths if a selfish few 
had not prevented the new-comers 
(drugless folks) from playing in 
their yard, and using their toys. 

The new-comers were forced to 
explore their own back yard more 
thoroughly, with the result that, 
now the other boys, while they 
‘won’t come over and play with the 
new-comers, don’t hesitate to peek 
through the fence and get ideas. 
“Mother Nature” was here first, 
and the ones who stick closest to 
her, will stay here the longest. 
This is a case of “Mother Knows 
Best.” 

From the'earliest history of man 
to the present day, the generally 
accepted idea of disease causation 
has not changed much. The blame 
for disease has shifted from one 
thing to another; including Devils, 
Demons, etc., and now it is germs. 

The regular medical man (the 
‘Allopath) blames different kinds of 
germs for causing different diseases, 
because he has been able to find a 
certain type of germ associated 
with a certain disease. The drug- 
less man holds the idea that germs 
are scavengers; that they start 
their work only after the proper 
field for working has been furnish- 
ed for them. 

Germs can always be found upon, 
and in the body, but as long as the 
body doesn’t furnish them an open- 
ing to begin operations they do no 
harm. 

You cannot grow anything unless 
you create the proper environments 
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for tuat something to grow in. 

If the all wise Creator didn’t 
furnish these tiny Scavengers to 
devour and change dead and de- 
composed animal and vegetable 
matter, the stench would become so 
great that man could not live here. 
A sick person has the choice (or 
should have) of choosing one of two 
ways. One road leads to drugs, 
operations, serums, vaccinces, X-ray 
treatment, radium, long visits in 
some hospital after parting with 
some necessary organ; and last but 
not least, the uncertain mental 
condition, wherein you hope and 
pray that you will be better physic- 
ally, if not quite so well financially. 

The other road will lead you to 
bright, cheery, treating rooms, not 
operating rooms; and here, instead 
of making things alarming “and 
mysterious, by a lot of wicked look- 
ing instruments, and foreign sound- 
ing names; you find doctors who try 
to live-up to their calli g. A doc- 
tor is supposed to be a_ teacher. 
How can a doctor teach you how to 
get well, unless he explains to you, 
your body, how it functions, what 
your condition it. etc. The patient 
must always cooperate with the 
doctor to get results. It is not 
enough to give you something to 
take, for some condition named by 
a@ word. using half of the alphabet. 

The drugless road has no con- 
fusing sign posts along the way. 
This road is an open road, away 
from the operating room and the 
dark dreary paths of the drugs; out 
into the sunshine and fresh air, the 
fields, the orchards, the gardens, 
the woods. You are taught how to 
clean house in accordance with 
“nature’s laws.” 

The body is self-curative. The 
process of life is one of cleansing 
and repair. 

When we do not feel well and 
happy, shall we fill the body with 
more waste or shall we help nature 
do a little house-cleaning? When 
some part of our anatomy becomes 
so clogged up that it will not work, 
shall we dope it until it practically 
stops functioning, and then cut it 
out, and throw it away, or sha'l we 
clean it out so that nature can use 
it a while longer? 

As long as we keep our bodies 
clean they will be in tune with 
nature whose vibrations are always 
toward health. Otherwise the 
human race would have become ex- 
tinct long ago. 

The more we delve into the prob- 
lems of healthful living, the more 
clearly the fact is brought home to 
us that nature is ever tryins to 
overcome man’s mistakes. 

Man with his superior brain, 
makes more mistakes by trusting 
to his judgement than animal's do 
who live by their instinctive facul- 
ties. The more science complicates 
things the more béfuddled man he- 
comes, until he gets so far from 


{nature (which is simple and truth- 


ful) that he loses his normal na- 
tural instincts, or dulls them to 
such an extent that he has become 
largely artificial in many ways, 
especially in regard to taking care 
of himself. 

When man is sick, hes will, nine 
times out of ten, take the easiest, 
shortest, and least inconvenient 
mecns, of relieving himself. Going 
after symptoms with paliative 
methods does not, and never will, 
reach and remove the cause. 

An acute sickntss, which is na- 
ture’s way of warning man that 
some long continued abuse of her 
simple laws has been violated, is a 
sign that nature has taken mat- 
ters into her own hands and is 
going to clean house before it is 
too late.

4 POINTS FOR 
PLANTING SEED 


Proper Covering and 
Even Temperature 
Are Essential 





There are four general conditions 
that must be observed in raising 
plants from seed. They are: main- 
taining the correct amount of mois- 
ture, keeping the seeds in an even 
temperature—avoiding extremes of 
heat or cold; covering the seed to 
the right depth; and having the 
soil in the proper condition to plant 
seeds, 

To preserve a proper degree of 
moisture it is usually the practice 
to cover the seed box with a pane 
of glass, piece of cloth, or heavy 
paper. This prevents too rapid 
evaporation. When the glass is 
used it will “sweat,” that is drops 
of moisture will collect upon it. It 
will be necessary to wipe it off 
from time to time. 

When a cloth is used, a wool 
cloth is preferable. It should be 
wrung out in water when applied 
and moistened again from time to 
time as it dries out. It should be 
lifted daily for an examination of 
the soil and when it shows signs 
of drying should be. watered very 
gently. The wash of water care- 
lessly applied will destroy many 
seeds. It is best to water from be- 
low—setting the seed box in a tub 
or pan of water and letting the 
moisture soak in from below until 
|the surface shows that it has had 
|sufficient. Then set it aside to 
drain for a few moments until all 
surplus drips away before return- 
ing it to the window or, wherever 
{you have decided the seeds are to 
germinate. 

There is no safe rule of thumb as 


to the depth to cover. The nearest 
is a direction to cover twice their 
depth—very fine seed merely to be 
sprinkled on the surface of the 
soil and pressed into it with a brick 
or block of planed wood. The 
coarser seeds’ except of tropical 
plants are usually planted out of 
doors. Seeds as large as those of the 
turnips should not be covered more 
than a half inch. Peas and beans 
and also corn can go down from 
{1 to’2% inches, the soil ‘texture 
|governing the depth, the lighter 
'the deeper and vice versa. 

The soil should be finely pulver- 
ized, sifted when planted in boxes. 
It must be kept loose and friable. 
Outdoor beds often are crusted by 
a rain followed by hot sun. Cover- 
ings of burlap or other light mater- 
ial will obviate this trouble to a 
large extent. Often conditions out- 
doors are such that seedlings in- 
evitably will be lost. Replanting at 
once must then be done:

VOTE $75,000 
FOR STUDYING 
FARM WASTES 


Government to Join 
State College in 


Research 


ee 

AMES, Ia.—(Special)—A sum.of 
$75,000, for cooperative research by 
the federal government with Iowa 
State college and other  institu- 
tions on the use of agricultural | 
waste is included in the agricul- 
tural appropriations bill just passed 
by both houses of congress and 
submitted to President Hoover. 

The funds become available July 
1 and are for only one year. The 
bill was introduced by Rep. L. J. / 
Dickinson after his previous. bill 
asking $150,000 for the establish- 
ment of a laboratory and research 
work met with stiff opposition. 

Importance Recognized 

The passage of this appropria- 
tion is a recognition of the im- 
portance of the development of 
utilization of cornstalks, oat hulls. 
straw, weeds and other waste. 

The funds which Iowa state will 
secure from the $75,000 will make 
possible the speeding un of im- 
portant phases of the work already 
done here. The definite program 
for which the funds will be used is 
not known yet since it will have 
to be avproved by the United 
States department of agriculture, 
which administers the funds. 
Among the projects which will be 
aided are the utilization of soy- 
bean oils in place of imvorted oils, 
use of cornstalks in making paper, 
and in making insulating and 
acoustical lumber. 

Not for Housing 

The $75.000 is to. be used in re- 
search only and does not provide 
for housine facilities. The college 
is asking the state legislature for 
money with which to build the 
central unit of the chemical 
engineering buildine, the first wing 
of which was built in 1927 at a 
cost of $55,000. 

The utilization of farm wastes 
is one of the most important prob- 
lems before eericultural scientists 
todav, according to President 
Hughes.
